Canada. There are now nine dailies 
in Toronto, Montreal and Winnipeg, 
which are knownzto be owned, or 
controlled by,- the big store and 
financial interests, and while posing 


as the mediums. of public opinion are 
the organs of these interests. The 
trade of these houses has grown 
enormously in these cities where 
these ‘dailics cireulate, but in the 
other“ cities and smaller places 
where there are good local news- 


papers, they have not made the same 
gains, because the local newspapers 
are well edited and are loyal to 
their local merchants and refuse to 
carry the advertising of the big city 
store. The only way in which the 
big dailies can make headway is by 
cutting their prices. They get $3 to 
#5 a year in Montreal, Toronto and 
Winnipeg. but sell in other cities at 
50c¢ to $1 a year. This does not pay 
for the paper on which _ these 
newspapers are printed, but the 
heavy deficits are made up by sub- 
sidies through big advertising con- 
tracts and in other ways, and by the 
low postal rates. The merchants 
and newspapers outside of these 
three big centres should get together 
and insist that no newspaper should 
have the privilege of the mails 
which has a lower subscription price 
outside than in the centre in which 
it is published or which sells at less 
than the cost of the paper used.

oteer Lives 22 Days 
Without Food 


(The Lacombe Globe) 

An _ interesting story comes from 
Halkirk, near Stettler, illustrating 
the -wonderful enduranee of a two- 
year-old steer, which belongs to F. 
QO. Duke. It appears that on Octob- 
er 6, Mr. Duke lost the animal, as 
well as a calf a few months old. 
As he has had the misfortune’ to 
lose several cattle as the result of a 
mysterious disease recently, he as- 
sured that they had strayed away 
into the bush and expired. Search 
was made for them high and low, byt 
Without result, and they were given 
up as entirely lost. On October 28, 
however, exactly 22-days later, they 
were found in a 10x12 shack, which 
they had apparently entered and, 
the door closing upon them, they 
were imprisoned for the period nam- 
ed without food or water. When dis- 
covered they were alive, and when 
released the steer, after licking up a 
few mouthfuls of grass, made a bee 
line for the farm, where it was taken 
care of, and apparently is none the 
worse for the experience beyond the 
fact that before its incarceration it 
was a fine fat steer, but on.its re- 
Ieise it more resembled the lean 
kine referred to in Pharoah’s famous 
dream. The calf was in a somewhat 
debilitated condition, but the pros- 
pects are that both will survive their 
22 days’ fast.

Barnum Brown, of the 
staff of the American Museum of 
Natural: History, has just returned 
to New York with a carload of bones 
of the dinosaur and other mammoth 
animals which flourished in the Red 
Deer river region 3,000,000 years 
ago, it is estimated. Fragments of 
the bones which now make up the 
tirst complete skeleton of the mono- 
clonius were first discovered in 1876. 


The skeleton complete Shows that 
the creature stood about five feet 
high and was fifteen feet long.  Be- 


sides the dinosaur there were found 
parts of three new species of the 
horned dinosaur, and sufficient ma- 
terial to complete the skeleton of 
an ankylosarus, a weird creature 
which had a coat resembling a suit 


of armour and earried a sort of club, 


at the end of its tail. The discover- 
ies make the dinosaur collection of 
the natural history museum here the 
finest of the sort in the world. 


ALBERTA WANTS TO KEEP 
r HER DINOSAURS. 

Ottawa, Nov. 19.—Hon. Louis 
Coderre, minister of mines, has de- 
cided to put an end to the exporta- 
tion by Americans of fossils dis- 
covered in Canada. During the last 
year Arcerican scientific associations 
have been making remarkable  dis- 
coveries of the remains of prehistoric 
animals, particularly dinosaurs, in 
the valley of the Red Deer river, 
Alberta: 

Protests have been received from 
Hon. J. R. Boyle, minister of edu- 
cation for Alberta, on behalf of the 
province, and from R. B. Bennett, 
M.P., of Calgary. Mr. Coderre has 
made an investigation and, as a re- 
sult, has decided to introduce legis- 


lation this coming session to pro- 
hibit the exportation of prehistoric 
remains. 
—_——_ 
Mr. Price Collier, the American 


writer, who died the other day, and 
who was to have addressed the Tor- 
onto Canadian Club shortly, was a 
Consistent admirer of (ireat. Britain, 
but he never could quite see that it 
was a free trade country. In ‘‘I*ng- 
land and the English,’’ he said, 
“One may note just here the curious 
fiction that England is the land of 
free food, a fiction, but firmly _ be- 
lieved both at home and abroad by 
the uninformed. As a matter ol 
fact, the receipts from customs 
duties upon the things that the Eng- 
lish eat, drink and smoke, plus the 
excise taxation of them, make _ to- 
gether much the largest item of the 
Imperial revenue of’ the United 
Kingdom.”’ Then he gave the fol- 
lowing figures covering the ten years 
ending March 3lst, 1907: 

Net receipts from: customs : Tobac- 
co and snuff, 608,500,000 ; tea, 289,- 
000,000 ; sugar (last six years only) 
175,500,000 ; wine, 69,500,000 ; cur- 
rants, etc., 21,000,000; corn and 
grain (two years only) 12,000,000 ; 
coffee, 9,000,000 ; total, $1,402,500,- 
000. 

Net receipts from excise, $884,500,- 
000 ; beer, 629,500,000. 

Total net receipts from + custems 
and excise, $2,916,500,000. 

The small war tax on grain has 
been dropped, but that duty made a 
difference of only $12,000,000 in this 
calculation. The fact is that the 
English pay taxes on what they eat, 
drink and smoke at the rate ‘of 
$5,500,000 weekly. The revenue rais- 
ed from table necessities is a heavy 
one—$494,000,000 per annum. on tea, 
coffee, sugar and currants alone. In 
the light of these statistics the con- 
tention that Hngland has free trade 
or even a free breakfast table can 
scarcely be maintained. 

On the question of British tariff 
reforn: Mr. Collier said: ‘‘There is 
always wide advertising of the fact 
that England still leads in the vol- 
ume and’-value of her export and 
import trade over Germany or the 
United States or other rivals, but 
no honest analysis of the facts. 
What boots it how fast [England 
goes ahead if her rivals go ahead 
faster than she does? What a silly 
fellow we should dub the youth who 
congratulates himself upon having 
grown so much stronger, so much 
heavier, so much taller in ten years, 
if all his rivals had during — that, 
time grown even stronger, heavier 
and taller than he. Between 1886 
and 1906 Germany increased her ex- 
ports of manufactured goods $415,- 
000,000. During the same period 
England increased hers $300,000,- 
000.” 

lar more important even than 
that, Germany is keeping her men at 
work in her industries and on her 
soil. ‘In. 1894 Germany exported 26 
out of every 10,000 men, in 1907 
she exported 4 out of every 10,000 
men. I[n 1894 England exported 9 
out of every 10,000 men, in 1907 
she exported 40 out of every 10,000 


men. Between 1908 and 1907 the in- 
crease of men leaving England for 
other countries was 61 per cent.” 


And there has been no falling off in 
British emigration in the last six 
years. Rather has the flight from 
free trade to Canada and other pro- 
tectionist countries greatly inercased 
in volume,

THR PROBLEM BEFORE US. 

Avaricious men, ready to trade on 
the weakness~and folly of their fel- 
lows, build social resorts and © offer 
liquor for sale, and the trouble be- 
gins, It has been said that ‘‘the 
good is the enemy of the. best,” 
and it would seem to have applica- 
tion here. This is not necessarily 
the whole truth, but it supplies a 
fact, doubtless, that is worthy of 
consideration by every social reform- 
er, = ity 
“The noxt question is: Way should 
we endeavor to stop men of drink- 
ing? I am sure that the facts aro 
so patent that I need not mention 
them. Gladstone is reported to have 
suid that the ravages of intemper- 
ance exceed those of war, pestilence, 
and famine combined. We know what 
the evils are to the individual, to the 
community, and the nation.”’ 

How are we going to stop drink 
ing? This is a tremendous qfestion. 


We are all agreed that the saloon | 


must go. The liquor men ate expect- 
ing it. But before we make up our 
minds as to how it is going to be 
done might it not be well to consider 
well our position, lest we  under- 
estimate the work in hand? It may 
be that in order to successfully de- 
feat the saloon and dluse it down we 
may have to consider the reorgani- 
zation of the recreational life of the 
people. y 

One of the difficulties in the way 
of reform may be that the average 
man does not know what to do with 
those hours which he has to spare 
when work and sleep are over. The 
problem of recreation seenss to be to 
reduce tension and broaden and deep- 
en the individuality of men. If this 
be true, then our programme must 
recognize it; and any legislation 
must be looked upon as narrow and 
incompetent that does not reckon on 
controlling the passions that at 
present keep these evils alive. 

A SUBSTITUTE FOR THE BAR 

It may be that our best plan may 
be to set a competitive institution 
over against the- har and_ saloon, 
and in doing so follow the Apostle 
Paul who said, ‘‘Be not overcome of 
evil but overcome evil with good.’’ 
In other words it would not do 
to smother evil if we cou'd, since 
‘such treatment might cause it to 
break out somewhere else in the 
body politic in a different but no 
less dangerous form, but in crushing 


it place a positive good in_ its 
stead. 
As Calkins has said, “Take away 


from the saloon the function of the 
entertainer of the people, and devel- 


op the recreational life of the peo- 
ple in every positive way.’’ - This 
brings up the question of the whole 


social life of the people—the ques 
tions of housing, of wages, of social 
centres, of social clubs, ete. There 
must be direction given to the social 
desires and passions of the people— 
desires and passions which in them- 
selves are good. Tet us not forget 


that the worst is ever the  corrup- 
tion of the best. 
“Whatever we do, let us edu- 


cate and provide kor the expression 
of those desires and passions to 
their highest ends, and whatever we 
adopt, be it government control, loc- 
al option, prohibition or what not, 
let us bear in mind the whole reere- 
ational life of the people.”’

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. © 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family,.or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybo made at apy 
agency, on. certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of thres years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. ~ 

In éertain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each -oz six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 


vequired to earn homestead patent)..

BATH FOR EYEGLASSES 


Good Results Follow a Good Soap and 
Water Wash 


Do you ever give your eyeglasses a 
bath? If not, give them a surprise and 
see how you like the result. 

Dampness and dust form a gummy 
combination on the eyelashes, and the 
Wearer of glasses or spectacles will 
find his vision, apparently, much im- 
proved by giving them a thorough 
washing daily with soap and warm 
water, followed by drying and polish- 
ing with tissue paper. The gummy 
substance which collects on the lenses 
cannot be removed by a mere rub- 
bing with chamois or tissue paper. 

An oculist, who knows the impor- 
tance of welkwashed lenses, carries 
in his pocket a vial of alcohol. It 
takes but a moment to moisten the 
corner of a handkerchief and remove 
the combination of dust and moisture 
from his glasses. Another has the 
case of his glasses interlined with a 
folded bit of soft tissue, such as is 
used for copying letters in offices. 
This is so soft that it is easily folded 
into the small space of the receptacle 
case. No dust collects on this as it 
does on the velvet lining, and the tis- 
sue interlining is renewed every day 
or two. 


Coffee From Figs

chicory, or for the sake of greater 
wholesomeness or cheapness. Rye and 
other grains, lupine, acorns, beets and 
carrots have all been thus used, but 
the fig coffee of Austria is a decided 
novelty. An excellent § coffee it is 
claimed to be made from dried and 
roasted figs, which need not be of the 
first quality. 

They are dried in the sun or in 
evaporating pans, according to climate, 
and then roasted in ovens till brown 
or almost black and quite brittle. 
They are then ground up and the re 
sultant powder is pressed into tablets. 
When made use of they are merely 
dissolved in hot water. The beverage 
is said to be agreeable in color and 
flavor with a somewhat sweeter 
taste than that made from chicory.

MR. STONE'S LETTER. 


H. G. Stone has thrown his hat 
into the ring, metaphorically speak- 
ing, and in a column and a half 
article in The Advocate jumps on 
the Mayor, aldermen and officials of 
the city with both feet, asks more 
questions than a wise man _ could 
Possibly answer in a hundred years, 
and makes some statements which 
are not even true. 

He first says the real estate inter- 
ests control our Council. This is 
not true, because four of the seven 
members are not connected in 
way with real estate. 

He next objects to a Mayor being 
elected by acclamation. This is a 
free country, and if Mr. Stone, or 
any other citizen with proper quali’ 


any 


fications and two ratepayers to 
nominate him, desire to run for 
Mayor, he may do so. But the 


Tatepayers generally require the man 
having the best qualifications for 
this office to represent them, and 
they do not often make a mistake, 
whether he is elected by acclamation 
or otherwise. 


Thirdly, he attacks the present

system of election of Commissioners 
by the Council, and would go back 
to the old ward system, or at leust 
election of Commissioners by the 
people. This looks reasonable, por- 
haps, to Mr. Stone, but we see no 
reason for such a change. At. pres- 
ent. the Commissioner is directly 
under the Wntrol of the Council, and 
is directly responsible to them. and 
is instructed by them as to the work 
he does.

Fourthly, he thinks we should have 
another assessor at a salary of eight 
hundred or a thousand dollars to 
add to our taxes, which he claims 
are now too high.

Fifth, he finds fault because news- 
paper men are on the Council. This 
is an old chestnut. The newspaper 
men, after having a term on_ the 
Council and seeing the manner in 
which the affairs of the city are run, 
are impressed more than ever with 
the fact that Red Deer is one of the 
best conducted municipalities in the 
west. 

Sixth, he desires to know if. we 
could not do with a reduced staff in 
the municipal offices. It is just pos- 
sible we could save one boy’s salary, 
but it is a question whether that 
would be a wise policy or not; we 
believe we get value for the moncy 
expended. 

Seventh, he desires to know it 
there has been any increase in popu- 
lation or business during the past 
three years to warrant the increase 
in assessment. We contend there has 
been. Last year the city increased 
by twenty per cent. in buildings and 
population, at least. This year thero 
has been very little increase..

The wheat pravision in the new 
United States tariff has been largely 
misunderstood in Canada; in many 
instances it has been misrepresented 
for political reasons.

If she does not, the duty is to be 
reduced from 25 cents per bushel to 
19 cents per bushel. 

The impression seems to prevail in 
some quarters that the government 
of Canada can take off the wheat 
ditty simply by saying so. This is 
wrong. The duty can only be remov- 
ed by legislation passed by Parlia- 
ment. What will be done in this res- 
pect, of course, depends upon the re- 
sult of a thorough study of the 
situation in Canada.

The Highways Bill, which would 
have given a million dollars for bet- 
ter roads, was defeated in 1912 by 
the Liberal majority in the Senate, 
and again in 1913, a similar _ bill, 
only providing for $2,500,000 for bet- 
ter roads, was chloroformed by the 
Upper house. These are the cold

Sir Rodmond 
Roblin, Premier of Manitoba, has 
announced that his government has 
decided to inaugurate agood roads 
policy that will make for the better- 
ment of the highways of the prov- 
ince. The Premier has announced 
that he will introduce at the next 
session of parliament an act author- 
izing an expenditure in capital ac- 
count “Of $2,500,000 for the purposes 
of improvement of highways. 
Ontario is already building high- 
ways through the Northern districts; 
and a provincial commission is at 
work studying the whole problem.
